As the American fleet drew near the 
New Orleans was detached and steamed 
forward ahead of the Iowa, Tex as and 
Massachusetts. One of the forts opened 
fire on her and she replied, the other 
two ships directing their fire at the bat­ 
tery on the Punta Qorda, within the 
harbor and to westward of the position 
occupied by the Spanish ship. The lat­ 
ter replied to the fire and immediately 
became a target for all the American 
ships engaged in the battle. 
She retired behind a protecting head 
laud and was not seen again daring the 
engagement.

As the American fleet drew near the 
New Orleans was detached and steamed 
forward ahead of the Iowa, Texas and 
Massachusetts. One of the forts opened 
fire on her and she replied, the other 
two ships directing their fire at the bat­ 
tery on the Punta Gorda, within the 
harbor and to westward of the position 
occupied by the Spanish ship. 
The lat­ 
ter replied to the lire and immediately 
became a target for all the American 
ships engaged in the battle. 
She retired behind a protecting head 
laud and was not seen again daring the 
engagement. 
The Iowa, the Massachusetts, the 
Texas and the New Orleans, kept up 
their terrific fire against the Morro, 
Socapa and Punta Gorda forts for two 
hours their projectiles of enormous size, 
doing tremendous damage to the de­ 
fenses of the harbor. 
The masonry on Socapa and Morro 
was battered almost into dust and the 
forms of Spanish artillerymen and in­ 
fantry could be plainly seen flying to 
safety behind the neighboring hills. 
The auxiliary cruiser was hit by shells 
from the forts, and it is thought she 
was seriously damaged. 
After seeking the protection of a jut­ 
ting headland the Spanish warships 
continued to fire projectiles over the 
hills toward the fleet, but they had no 
range, not even direction, to take their 
shots, and the shells fell harmlessly 
into the sea. 
That the number 
of 
killed 
and 
wounded on the Spanish side is enorm­ 
ous no one doubts, for time and again 
die American shells hit the batteries 
squarely and, amid the flying masonry 
and dismantled guns, the forms of men 
were descried. 
The damage done to the American 
beet cannot be learned, but it is not 
thought any person was killed—if, in­ 
deed, anyone was wounded.

W a s h in g t o n , June 2.—Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Sternberg of the army has received 
numerous letters from patriotic tallies 
asking what articles would be most ac­ 
ceptable for the use of our sick aud 
wounded soldiers in the field or in the 
hospitals. 
For the purpose of answer- I 
lug in a general way these inquiries he 
has prepared a memorandum, in which 
he says: 
“Money may be sent to the surgeon 
general of the army as a contribution to 
the hospital funds of the hospital ship 
Relief and of United States general 
hospitals. 
This wdl be sent to the sur­ 
geons in charge to bo expended for deli­ 
cacies for the sick, such as canned 
soups, 
jellies, lemons, oranges, eto. 
Those 
who 
prefer 
may 
contribute 
canned soups, clam broth, orange mar­ 
malade, ginger ale, biscuit, water crack­ 
ers and similar articles in hermetically 
sealed caus for use on the hospital ship 
Relief and at the United States general 
hospitals at Kev West, Tampa, Fla., 
Fort McPherson, Ga., Fort Thomas, 
Ky., *and Fort Myer, Va. 
Bandages, 
lint and other surgical dressings are not 
desired, as these can now be obtained 
from the manufacturers sterilized for 
use and of the quality which experience 
has show n to be best suited to our pur­ 
poses. 
“Shirts and drawers are provided by 
the government, but will be accepted 
and can be given to convalescents upon 
their discharge from hospital. Pajamas 
made of light gingham will be useful 
for the sick in hospital and on the hos­ 
pital ship, as they can be worn by con­ 
valescents who are able to be out of 
bed. 
Long nightshirts of light muslin 
can also be utilized. Broad bandages of 
light flannel to protect the abdomen are 
highly recommended and may be worn 
to advantage by our soldiers in the field. 
“The articles mentioned may be sent 
direct to the surgeon general of the 
army or to the surgeons in charge of 
the general hospitals named.”

Ladies in all parts of the country de­ 
cided they would refuse to patronize 
Paris merchants, and parties in business 
took up the cry, They, too, got after 
the agents of French concerns in this 
country, aud thousands upon thousands 
of dollars in orders for French products 
were countermanded. 
Crockery deal­ 
ers were slow to recognize the real con­ 
dition of affairs, but they have at last 
taken a hand in the matter, and their 
influence is being felt. 
The N e w s R e v ie w is informed b y a 
well known crockery salesman now in 
the east, that dealers in the east are can­ 
celling orders for pottery 
made 
in 
France. The amount is large enough to 
make the importers feel sore, but they 
cannot help it. 
One large concern in an 
eastern city is said to have cancelled all 
the orders placed for the year. 
They 
must place orders, and it naturally fol­ 
lows that they must buy American 
ware. The traveler in question says he 
has talked with a number of dealers, 
and they say they will not spend a dol­ 
lar for French ware if the attitude of 
of the Paris press continues as it is at 
present. They do not like being called 
all the names on the calendar by the 
people whom they provide with bread 
and butter.

The following incident, which, at the 
time, caused much talk, and is still 
told by tile children of eld set tiers who 
In arc! it from their parents, has never, 
to my knowledge, appeared in print, 
aud the only object in t< lling it now is 
that so many people are interested in 
anything of an historieal nature pertain­ 
ing to the days of our grandfathers. 
My ancestors were among the first 
setth rs of western Pennsylvania, my 
grandfather being one of the garrison of 
old Fort Pitt, dying there during tho 
Revolutionary war 
Tho incident refer­ 
red to was told me by my mother, who 
was attending a school in Pittsburg at 
tho time, and my grandmother Cnlber- 
son. who was a resident of the city for 
many years and who died there in 1864 
at the age of 89 years. 
About tho first of this century a man 
named Negley built a house five miles 
east of Pittsburg on a road running east 
and west, midway between the Alle­ 
ghany and Monongahela rivers. 
It was 
a tavern and farmhouse 
combined. 
Teamsters, drovers and travelers stopped 
on their way to and from the city to get 
a meal or stay overnight 
These wayside inns were numerous iii 
early days, and are still found in many 
parts of the country. They are generally 
pleasant places to stop a t After Negley 
had occupied his tavern a number of 
years the placo was named Negley V ille, 
afterward Rising Sun and later Fast 
Liberty. 
Negley was as bloodthirsty a villain 
as could have been found on the fron­ 
tier aud had associated w ith him a 
number of men as bad as himself, who 
made his tavern their headquarters, aud 
whose business was to rob and murder 
unfortunate travelers who m ight stop 
them 
The undoing of these men was 
brought about in this way: 
A poor woman w ith her two small 
children started afoot from some point 
east of Liberty to walk to Pittsburg. In 
the evening she reached Negley’# tav­ 
ern, and as lier children were too tired 
to go farther she put up for tho nig h t 
Soon after entering the house she liegan 
to feel uneasy, as there was something 
mysterious about the actions of the in- 
matea Before she retired to rest a trav­ 
eler rode up and dismounted, and after 
seeing his horse cared for entered the 
house. He seemed to be a drover return­ 
ing from the city after disposing of 
some cattle. 
Concealing her alarm, she followed 
the landlady, a coarse, brawny woman, 
to a room up stairs, whose door was 
w ithout fastenings and which contained 
only a bed and stool. Retiring w ith her 
children, she was unable to sleep. An 
hour or so later she heard the traveler 
inn ag escorted to an adjoining room and 
heard him complain that his door could 
not be secured, and the landlord assured 
him that he was as safe as he would be 
in his own house, an assertion the trav­ 
eler evidently believed, as his heavy 
breathing soon told that he was asleep. 
Near m idnight the woman, who was 
still awake, heard stealthy steps pass 
her door and several persons enter the 
adjoining room. In a few minutes there 
was a heavy blow, followed by a low 
cry and then a short struggle. 
A little 
after the murderers came into her room, 
but seeing that she seemed to be asleep 
left her, and she heard them carry the 
dead man through the hall and down 
stairs. 
In the morning they were very po­ 
lite, inquiring how she rested, etc., 
stating that the drover had got up early 
and gone on. 
After breakfast she and the children 
started for the city, but were soon met 
by a man coming from there, who stop­ 
ped her, inquiring who she was and 
where she wits going, where she had 
staid the night before, eta 
Believing 
him to be one of the band, she answered 
truthfully, but told him that the people 
at the tavern were very nice people and 
had treated her very well. 
He passed 
on, but she met another coming from 
the city who made the same inquiries, 
and still another; but she told the same 
story, and they, believing that she knew 
nothing, let her g a 
On her arrival at Pittsburg she in­ 
formed the authorities and the place 
was broken up, but whether any of them 
were brought to justice I am unable to 
say.—Sarah P.

The best stones are very val­ 
uable and are brought from Turk estan, 
the only place in the world where mines 
of this stone are work ed.

Whits !*barbarian." Casual visitors to 
the crowded city visit the various points 
of interest by means of sedan chairs. 
They are accompanied by a native 
guide, who conscientiously goes through 
[ a long catalogue of things, wonderful 
or horrible, in English, which is fluent­ 
ly spoken but imjierfoctly understood 
by those to whom it is addressed. The 
guide is very attentive to those in his 
care, very polite in his manners, and 
often possessed of a fair amount of hu­ 
mor. 
The streets of the city are of a pattern 
of immemorial antiquity. None is more 
than ten feet w ida The houses lian in­ 
ward from the base and almost meet 
overhead, shutting out all but tho nar­ 
rowest strip of daylight 
Signboards 
are hung perpendicularly outside every 
houso. They are elaborately carved and 
gayly decorated with abundance of gold 
leaf and scarlet or black lacquer. 
The 
mystic looking symbols inform the curi­ 
ous that one particular shop is “ Prosper­ 
ed by Heaven,” another has “ Never 
Eluding Good Luck, ” w hile yet another 
is “ The Market of Golden Profits”— the 
said profits, be it known, going into the 
pocket of the dealer. 
Among the most interesting sights of 
this unchangeable city are the pawn­ 
shops. 
They are often great, square, 
solid granite structures, 
which look 
more like old border keeps than the 
residences of accommodating “ uncle* ” 
The pawnshop fulfills a double pur­ 
pose. 
It advances money at an interest 
varying from 20 to 86 per cent, and it 
stores in safety w ithin its massive walls 
those articles of finery and adornment 
which are only required at special times 
and seasons. 
On the flat roofs of these 
citadels are piles of stones and jars of 
vitriol, ready to repel any attack that 
may be made by thieves, whose methods 
of plunder are less refined than those of 
tho pawnbrokers. 
In the jade stone market we meet 
with the Chinese parallel to the western 
diamond. 
The best stones are very val­ 
uable and are brought from Turkestan, 
the only place in the world where mines 
of this stone are worked. Every w ell to 
do Chinaman wears a ring, brooch or 
bracelet of jade, and the poor, who are 
unable to purchase the real article, wear 
ornaments of glass, which are colored 
in imitation of the more expensive jada 
Shaggy dogs with coal black tongues are 
disposed of in another market iv ied rat 
aud boiled frog, not to mention fricas­ 
seed puppy, tempt the hungry into the 
native restaurant The local “ medicine 
man, ” adhering to the prescriptions of 
his ancestors, makes pills and potions, 
of which the chief ingredients are wax, 
deers’ horns, petrified bones, petrified 
crabs, snakes, scales of the armadillo, 
tigers’ bones and lime. When the medi­ 
cines do not cure, they kill, and whether 
the patient lives or dies he does so 
knowing that at any rate no hated for­ 
eigner has had anything to do w ith the 
strength or quality of his medical diet 
—European Magazine, London.

hydrogen, and the objectionable 
perfumes of sewers and bone tm ''tories 
are attributable chiefly to the san e ga*. 
Chemical laboratories are famous for 
bad smells. Berzelius, who discovered 
the element called “ selenium ,” once 
tried the experiment of permitting a 
bubble of pure hydrogen selenide gas to 
enter his nostril. For days afterward he 
was not able to smell strong ammonia, 
the olfactory nerves being temporarily 
paralyzed. 
Selenium gas has the odor 
of putrid horse radish. 
Tellurium is 
even worse. There is a story of a physi 
cian whoso patient, a lady, refused to 
take an absolutely necessary rest be 
canso she was so fond of being always 
on the go in society.

metal comes in sheets about 8 feet by I 
foot 4 inches. They are fastened on the 
ship with nails of the same m aterial 
Sometimes the sheathing is nailed di­ 
rectly on to the hull of the ship. Some­ 
times it is nailed over another sheathing 
of felt, which helps to preserve the 
calking in the Seama 
When the ship lias been placed in a 
drydoek or raised out of water on a 
floating dock, the old metal is stripped 
off, and if she is to have a felt sheath­ 
ing the bottom of the ship is first paint­ 
ed with a coat of pitch, and the sheets 
of felt are laid upon that, and then the 
sheets of metal are nailed on over them. 
The work is done very rapidly and at 
the same time with great nicety. Every 
nail head is sunk so that it is flush 
with the plate. If the hand were passed 
over the sheathing anywhere, it would 
be found smooth. If the nail heads were 
permitted to project, they would of 
course interfere w ith the speed of tho 
vessel. 
Seventy-five men can sheathe an 1,800 I 
ton ship in two days. 
The cost of 
sheathing such a ship with composition 
metal over felt, including material, 
dock charges, labor and everything, i 
would be about $4, OOO, or a little less, 
and such a sheathing would last about 
two long voyages.— New York Sun.
